As  many  of  you  know,  the 
SJC  radio  station  has  always  been 
Puma  Rock  with  the  tagline  “We 
play  it  all”.  Well  that  is  about  to 
change.  Since  Homecoming  week 
there  was  a  modification  in  the 
facade  of  the  Puma  Rock  radio 
building  heralding  the  station 
number’s  change  to  93.3  instead 


of  90.5  It  is  now  labeled  93.3  the 
Joe,  with  a  slogan  boasting  “Joe 
Plays. .  .Whatever!” 

Sally  Berger, Associate 
Professor  of  Communication  and 
faculty  advisor  toWPUM,  says 
that  the  new  station’s  “music 
format  is  a  mix  bag  of  goodies 
from  the  50s  to  today  and 
everything  in  between.” 

On  Sundays  they  also  plan 
to  play  other  well  known  genres 


of  music  such  as  Classical  and 
Jazz  as  well  as  some  Broadway 
and  Disney  on  the  side. 

The  change  in  format  also 
includes  technical  changes. 

“In  July  2007,  the  FCC 
(Federal  Communications 
Commission)  granted  Hyles 
Anderson  College  in  Crown 
Point,  IN  the  90.5FM.  number 
This  forced  WPUM  to  file  a 
“displacement  application”  with 
the  FCC  to  move  to  another 
frequency,”  said  Sally  Berger. 

She  also  stated  how  the 
Puma  station  is  a  class  D  radio 
station  which  means  that  other 
companies  can  choose  to  force 
the  station  to  move  to  another 
frequency.  Hopefully  the  Puma 
station  can  find  a  permanent 
home  at  93.3  as  eager  radio 
listeners  wish  to  hear  the  great 
tunes  that  the  station  has  to  offer.

SIFE  (Students  in  Free 
Enterprise)  is  an  international 
service  organization  designed  to 
help  individuals  and  businesses 
all  over  the  world.  Saint  Joseph’s 
has  participated  in  SIFE  since 
Professor  Walter  Scherb — who  is 
now  retired — began  an  on-campus 
team  in  1978. The  organization  is 
still  going  strong  and  plans  on 
keeping  it  that  way  under  their 
president  Lori  Smith,  a  political 
science  major. 

In  SIFE,  students 
participate  in  five  areas  of 
competition:  Market  Economics, 
Entrepreneurship,  Success  Skills, 
Business  Ethics,  and  Financial 
Literacy.  All  of  these  disciplines 
are  meant  to  help  the  students 
grow  and  to  learn  more  about 
business  skills,  interactions  in  the 
work  place,  and  morals  and  ethics 
in  business. 

SIFE  also  works  with 
ServiceNation.org  to  bolster 
student’s  sense  of  national  pride 
and  service.  In  fact,  SIFE 


sponsored  an  on-campus  event  on 
September  27  to  go  along  with  the 
ServiceNation’s  presentation  in 
New  York  featuring  the  Presiden¬ 
tial  candidates  on  9- 1 1 . 

The  budget  for  SIFE  is 
small,  so  the  annual  Bed  Race  is  a 
“fun  recruiting  tool,”  said 
Professor  George  Roy,  to  use  to 
attract  students  to  SIFE.  This 
year  the  Bed  Race  was  held  on 
Wednesday,  September  10, 
outside  the  Core  building. 

This  semester  SIFE  is 
working  on  three  projects:  A 
business  ethics  presentation  to  a 
local  high  school  class,  a  credit 
counseling  seminar  targeting  St. 
Joseph’s  freshmen  and  seniors, 
and  the  28th  Annual  Free  Enter¬ 
prise  Day,  which  may  involve  as 
many  as  100  area  high  school 
students. Next  semester  SIFE  will 
be  taking  on  two  more  projects  as 
well  as  preparing  for  a  regional 
competition  in  Chicago.  SIFE 
offers  BUS  21 1  for  1  credit  hour, 
but  it  is  much  more  than  a  one 
credit  course.  SIFE  is  happily 
open  to  all  St.  Joseph’s  College 
students.

Education: 

Obama  and  Biden’s  plan  for 
K-12  education  aims  for  a  more 
rewarding  education  system. 
They  intend  to  reform  No  Child 
Left  Behind  by  improving  the 
way  progress  in  schools  is 
assessed  by  measuring  how 
prepared  students  are  to  enter 
college  and  the  workforce. 
Struggling  schools  would  receive 
assistance  instead  of  punishment. 
The  importance  of  mathematics 
and  science  in  our  classrooms 
must  be  insisted  upon,  so  that  our 
nation’s  children  will  be  able  to 
compete  in  a  global  market  when 
they  become  adults.  The  high 
dropout  rate  would  be  addressed 
by  funding  middle  school 
programs  designed  to  keep 
education  gratifying  to  students 
by  using  personalized  academic 
goals,  teaching  teams,  increased 
parental  involvement,  mentoring, 
and  extended  learning  time. 

After  school  activities  will 
expand  to  keep  children  occupied 
with  encouraging  behaviors. 
College  outreach  programs, 
especially  for  low-income 
families,  will  be  supported. 
Moreover,  Obama  and  Biden 
have  set  a  goal  to  increase  the 
number  of  students  receiving 
college  credit  through  AP  courses 
by  at  least  50%  by  2016  to  help 
make  college  a  reality  for  more 
children. 

Health  Care: 

Obama  and  Biden’s  plan  is  to 
form  a  government-run  health 
insurance  policy,  which  mimics 
what  the  members  of  Congress, 
are  already  supplied.  This  plan 
will  cover  all  essential  medical 
needs,  including  preventive 
services,  maternity,  and  mental 
care.  Private  health  care  will  be 
as  available  as  it  is  now,  but 
every  policy  will  be  required  to 
cover  at  least  what  the 
government  plan  would.  No  one 
would  be  required  to  have  health 
insurance—  government  or 
private— except  for  children,  who, 
not  yet  over  the  age  of  consent, 
cannot  legally  decide  whether  or 
not  they  want  to  be  covered. 

Every  single  person  will  be 
eligible  for  health  insurance, 
government  and  private.  If 
someone  cannot  afford  basic 
health  insurance,  there  will  be 
subsidies  for  him  or  her  so  that  he 
or  she  can.  Health  care  providers 
will  not  change,  so  you  get  to 
keep  your  old  doctors.  States  that 
have  already  taken  steps  towards 
providing  health  care  for  all  of 
their  citizens  (like  Indiana)  can 
continue  to  do  so,  as  long  as  they 


cover  what  the  federal  plan 
would. 

Foreign  Policy: 

We  need  to  be  as  careful 
leaving  Iraq  as  we  were  reckless 
going  in.  Obama  and  Biden 
propose  a  plan  that,  over  a  period 
of  sixteen  months,  we  would 
bring  home  our  troops  from  Iraq, 
one  or  two  brigades  per  month. 

Of  course,  if  a  commander  on  the 
ground  has  concerns  with  the 
speed  of  removal,  Obama  will 
take  their  concerns  into 
consideration.  The  removal  of  our 
troops  will  encourage  the  Iraqi 
government  to  take  control  of  its 
own  nation.  The  U.S.A.  would 
still  have  a  residual  force  in  Iraq, 
but  only  to  fight  specific  counter¬ 
terrorism  missions  against  al 
Qaeda  to  protect  American 
diplomats  and  civilians.  There 
would  be  no  permanent  bases  in 
Iraq,  but  we  would  continue  to 
train  Iraqi  forces  as  long  as  Iraqi 
leaders  attempt  to  resolve 
sectarianism  in  their  government. 
The  removal  of  troops  from  Iraq 
will  make  it  easier  for  us  to  pay 
more  attention  to  the  nation  that 
harbored  al  Qaeda  in  the  first 
place:  Afghanistan.  Foreign 
relations  are  absolutely  essential 
in  today’s  world.  As  we  fight  in 
Iraq  and  refuse  to  speak  with 
nations  which  could  potentially 
become  our  enemy,  our  allies  are 
supporting  us  less  and  less.  We 
need  to  speak  with  nations  with 
which  we  share  friendly  attitudes 
as  well  as  the  nations  with  which 
we  do  not  get  along.  Diplomacy 
works  through  understanding  and 
negotiation,  not  through  hostility. 
We  need  to  reward  nations  with 
whom  our  relationships  have 
improved.  To  refuse  to  speak  with 
foreign  nations,  whatever  the 
reason  may  be,  does  not  make  us 
look  tough;  it  makes  us  appear 
arrogant.

Janet  Evanovich  Keeps  the  Pace  with 
Newest  Addition  to  the  Plum  Series

I  first  read  Janet 

Evanovich  in  high  school  when  I 
was  given  her  first  book.  One  for 
the  Money,  for  my  birthday  by  a 
friend.  1  liked  the  book  because  it 
was  funny.  Kind  of  like  watching 
a  horror  movie  spoof,  but  not.  I 
then  began  to  read  the  rest  of  her 
Stephanie  Plum  series,  as  well  as 
picking  up  her  short  stories  in  the 
book  aisle  at  our  local  Wal-mart. 
So  when  her  newest  installment 
of  her  Stephanie  Plum  series 
came  out  this  summer,  I  was 
suitably  excited. 

Fearless  Fourteen  (it  is 
the  fourteenth  book  in  the  series, 
if  the  title  did  not  give  that  away) 
is  the  continuation  of  her 
Stephanie  Plum  series.  The  book 
continues  the  story  of  Stephanie 
Plum,  a  reluctant  bond 
enforcement  agent  from  Trenton, 
New  Jersey.  In  the  story, 
Stephanie’s  on-again-off-again 
boyfriend,  Joe  Morelli  is 
having... trouble  -  as  in  someone 
breaking  into  his  house  trouble  - 
but  then  again  so  is  Stephanie. 


She  is  yet  again  having 
trouble  paying  her  rent,  and  has 
to  resort  to  doing  odd  jobs  for  the 
other  member  of  her  love 
triangle,  Ranger.  Add  in  a 
kidnapped  mom,  a  crazy 
grandmother  obsessed  with  a 
World  of  War  Craft  like  game,  a 
Stoner  with  a  potato  gun,  a 
missing  ex-con,  a  singer  who  is  a 
cross  between  Madonna  and  Tara 
Reid,  but  eighty,  and  a  plus-sized 
ex-hooker  who  likes  ultra-tight 
spandex  and  you  get  a  hilarious 
tale  of  mystery  and  hijinks  that 
will  keep  you  laughing. 

Fearless  Fourteen  is  a 
continuation  of  the  fast-paced 
commentary  and  dialog  that  has 
made  Evanovich  popular, 
although  in  this  book,  Evanovich 
has  changed  her  writing  style. 
Evanovich  has  moved  from  a 
book  that  is  a  mix  of  dialogue  and 
commentary,  to  a  book  that  is 
mostly  snappy  dialogue. 

Though  the  book  is  just 
as  amusing  as  her  earlier  works 
(what  says  funny  like  a  stoner 
shooting  potatoes  through  a 
window  at  innocent  bystanders),  I 
could  not  help  but  feel  that  the 

book  does  not  go  as  in 
depth  as  her  earlier 
books.  Evanovich  also 
seems  to  lose  the  plot 
with  the  commentary 
in  the  book,  making 
the  readers  forget  that 
this  is  a  mystery  book 
and  not  a  charming 
book  about  the  life  and 
times  of  an  out-of-luck 
bounty  hunter. 

The  book  also 
continues  the  love 
triangle  between 
Stephanie,  Joe,  and 
Ranger.  If  you  have 
read  the  other  thirteen 
books  in  the  series, 
you  are  most  likely 
wishing  Evanovich 
would  just  choose  one 
guy  for  Stephanie 
already.  The  drawn  out 
tension  between  the

acting  as  an  amusing  plot  device, 
has,  in  my  opinion,  begun  to  drag 
the  pacing  of  the  book  down.

While  the  book  does 
have  its  problems,  it  is  a  good 
read  if  you  like  something  fast 
and  easy  to  read.

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Football  Team  Defeats  Lincoln

Last  time  we  left  our  Puma 
football  team,  they  were  2-2 
going  into  two  key  games  versus 
Lincoln  University  and  Missouri 
Science  and  Technology. 

The  Pumas  faced  Lincoln 
University  on  September  27th, 
where  they  defeated  the  Tigers 
31-10.  Running  back,  Jashon 
Banks  was  once  again  impressive, 
rushing  for  145  yards  and  a 
touchdown  on  the  day.  Running 
back  Terrance  Freeman  also 
rushed  for  92  yards  and  a  touch¬ 
down.  Freshman  Quarterback 
Mike  FUadik  threw  for  136  yards, 
connecting  with  Terrance  Free¬ 
man  and  Mack  Ogeltree  for  a  pair 
of  touchdowns.  FUadik  had  no 
interceptions  for  the  Puma 
offense. 

The  Puma  defense  stepped 
up  and  stopped  the  Tigers  from 
putting  points  on  the  board  in  the 
second  half.  Defensive  backs  Ben 
Gomes  and  Deshon  McClendon 
each  totaled  5  tackles  at  the  end  of 
the  game. 

After  the  match-up  versus 
the  Lincoln  Tigers,  the  Pumas 


were  3-2,  looking  to  extend  their 
winning  record  against  the 
Missouri  Science  and  Technology 
Miners  on  October  4th.  The 
Pumas  were  behind  the  Miners  for 
the  entire  game,  and  although 
they  attempted  to  make  a  fourth 
quarter  comeback,  it  was  not 
enough — the  Pumas  were 
defeated  38-29. 

Jashon  Banks  rushed  for  50 
yards  and  caught  nine  passes  for 
78  yards  and  a  touchdown,  while 
receiver  Robert  Dutton  made  six 
catches  for  114  yards.  Deshon 
McClendon  and  Ben  Gomes  once 
again  led  the  Puma  defense.  The 
pair  combined  for  17  tackles, 
while  David  Wallace  had  three 
tackles  and  an  interception. 
Quarterback  Mike  Hladik 
struggled  at  times,  throwing  two 
interceptions  to  the  Miner 
defense,  though  Hladik  did  throw 
for  an  impressive  283  yards  and 
two  touchdowns.  It  was  not, 
however,  enough  get  the  Pumas  a 
win. 

The  Pumas  got  the  ball  back 
with  ten  minutes  in  the  fourth 
quarter,  and  although  Hladik

Cheerleaders  Pump  Up  Puma  Spirit

The  sports  world  is  often  a 
controversial  place,  filled  with 
new  and  exciting  sports  in  which 
to  try  out  and  compete.  The  list  of 
recognized  sports  is  rapidly 
expanding  and  many  people  are 
none  too  thrilled  with  some  of 
these  new  additions.  One  of  the 
newest  inductees  to  the  athletics 
system  is  an  older  tradition  that 
few  people  ever  thought  of  as  a 
sport  until  now:  cheerleading.  On 
September  30lh,  I  sat  down  with 
senior  cheerleading  captain 
Kristen  Gephart  and  junior  co¬ 
captain  Melanie  Cooper  to  shed 
some  light  on  the  team’s  recent 
addition  to  the  Puma  Athletics 
family  officially  as  competitive 
athletes. 

I  entered  the  gym  as  the 
team  was  taking  the  floor  to  do 
their  stretching  exercises,  duti¬ 
fully  led  by  Gephart  and  Cooper. 

A  swift  greeting  came  from  Coach 
Kassie  Vanderwall.  Vanderwall  is 
a  2000  graduate  of  Saint  Joseph’s 
College.  A  native  of  Morocco, 
Indiana,  Vanderwall  entered  the 
position  of  Head  Coach  in  May  of

2006.  A  quick  call  for  two  team 
members  went  out,  and  as  two 
athletes  rose  from  the  mats,  we 
each  exchanged  greetings  and 
ventured  to  the  hall  way  where 
they  gave  me  a  thorough  inter¬ 
view  about  the  young  team  and 
their  induction  into  the  Puma 
athletics  system. 

“We  are  all  really  pleased 
with  the  decision  to  make 

cheerleading  an  official 
sport,”  said  Gephart. 
“We  all  work  extremely 
hard  to  perform  our 
best  and  represent  our 
school  well.  A  lot  of 
people  overlook  us  to 
begin  with,  but  many 
people  would  argue  that 
cheerleading  is  not  a 
sport  because  they 
don’t  realize  that  we 
work  incredibly  hard 
and  have  regular 
practices  just  like  every 
other  recognized  sport. 
We  practice  for  at  least 
two  hours  a  day,  four 
times  a  week,  and  have 
a  certain  amount  of 
time  we  spend  in  the 


weight  room  each  week.” 

“We  have  gotten  a  lot  of 
support  from  the  other  teams  on 
campus,  especially  the  basketball 
and  the  football  teams,"  said  to 
have  really  tough  requirements 
this  year  for  auditioning  team 
members.  All  cheerleaders  that 
tried  out  had  to  have  experience, 
and  they  had  to  be  capable  of 
doing  a  backhand  spring.  All  of 
our  freshmen  had  a  lot  of  talent 
before  they  arrived  here  and 
several  of  our  members  hold 
awards  and  titles.  This  was  the 
first  year  where  we  actually  got  to 
have  the  option  of  making  cuts.” 
“We  are  all  really  excited  to  see 
how  we  do  in  competitive 
cheerleading,”  said  Cooper.  The 
Puma  cheerleading  team  will  be 
engaging  in  competitive 
cheerleading  for  the  first  time  in 
SJC  history  this  year.  Competition 
dates  have  not  yet  been  released. 

When  asked  about  the 
struggles  their  team  has  faced  this 
year,  the  two  captains  informed 
me  that  they  had  had  only  one 
problem  and  that  they  face  the 
same  problem  every  year.  “We 
always  have  to  work  on  trust  and 
building  confidence  amongst  our 
team.  You  cannot  expect  someone 
to  feel  safe  with  some  person  they 
have  never  seen  in  a  very  hands- 
on  sport  just  randomly  holding  or 
throwing  them  ten  feet  in  the  air 
and  hoping  they  catch  them  on  the 
way  down,”  said  Cooper.  “That’s 
something  we  always  have  to 
work  on  and  always  will.” 

Freshman  Tom  Richardson 
is  one  of  the  male  members  of  the 
squad.  He  describes  his  role  on 
the  team  as  “being  the  muscle  on 
the  team.”  Richardson  says  he 
excited  to  contribute  in  the 
coming  years  to  the  squad  and  to 
help  them  improve.  “We’re  a 
young  team  this  year  with  mostly 
freshman  but  we’re  doing  great 
and  have  bright  plans  and

potential  to  be  an  amazing  team  in 
the  future,”  he  says. 

Melanie  Cooper  summed  up 
the  disparity  between  the  team's 
reputation  and  the  reality. 

“People  who  have  never  met  us 
look  at  us  and  think  ’Oh,  cheer¬ 
leaders,’  but  we  are  not  the  rude, 
snotty  bunch  that  people  often 
stereotype  us  as.  We  like  to  keep
